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Mitchell And Stuns Acquitted

NEW YORK (AP) - Former Atty. Gen. John N. 


Mitchell and ex-Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans were acquitted Sunday of all nine counts of 
criminal conspiracy, perjury and obstruction of 
justice in connection with a secret $200,000 cash 
contribution to President Nixon's re-election cam- 
paign. 


Mitchell, 60, and Stans, 66, had been jointly 


charged with one count of criminal conspiracy and 
two of obstructing justice in connection with the 
contribution by international financier Robert L. 
Vesco. Each man also was charged with six counts 
of perjury. 


The two former Cabinet members said their 


acquittal vindicated their faith in the American 
system. 


"I don't think Mr. Stans ever lost faith and I 


didn't." said Mitchell at a news conference after 
the verdict was returned in federal court. "I have 
great faith in America and that's why I love this 
country." 


Earlier, he was asked if he had been confident of 


acquittal. "Why of course," he replied. "We've got 
the jury system and that always works." 


Stans blinked back tears as he was declared inno- 


cent. "I've been reborn," he said. 


The former commerce secretary said at the news 


conference: "We had great faith in a man, the 
President, to do everything we could to get him 
elected. Everything we did in that cause was 
proper and just." 


Deputy White House Press Secretary Gerald L 


Warren, asked for Nixon's comment, said: "The 
President was very pleased for the two men and for 
their families." 


Vesco, who is living in exile in Costa Rica after 


being indicted with Stans and Mitchell, called the 
verdict the "first fair verdict I've heard in a long 
time. I'm very pleased with it today." 


Interviewed by CBS, Vesco said he was surprised 


by the verdict because "my own view has been con- 
sistently that the pretrial publicity had been so 
serious that that may override proper judicial 
process."

The U.S. District Court panel of nine men and 


three women deliberated 26 hours over a four-day 
period after getting the case at 3.55 p.m CDT on 
Thursday. They returned to the courtroom during 
their deliberations and asked to listen again to por- 
tions of the testimony and transcript of the trial 
that began Feb. 19. 


It was the first time in the nation's history that 


two Cabinet colleagues had been tried together on 
criminal charges connected with official or political 
duties and it was the first time in half a century 
that any Cabinet member faced criminal judgment 


Sybil Kucharski, the forewoman, said that when 


deliberations began, the panel was split on the con- 
spiracy and obstruction of justice counts with five 
voting for conviction, five for acquittal and two un- 
decided. 


Miles Of Improvements Delayed

Runaway inflation and lagging 


growth in gas tax revenue will 
mean 122.7 miles of highway im- 
provements originally slated for 
fiscal 1974 will not be let for con- 
tract. 


State Roads Department of- 


ficials are now predicting 
possibly as many as 86 projects 
on which construction was sup- 
posed to begin by June 30 will 
have to be carried over into 
fiscal 1975. 


And, since no provision for an 


extra 86 projects has been made 
in the department's fiscal 1975 
budget, the inflation crunch 
could have a domino-like effect 
of pushing some 1975 projects, 
and possibly some 1974 projects, 
into the fiscal 1976 construction 
program. 


Decision Needed 


Unless the revenue-inflation 


picture improves, the 1975 
Legislature and the newly- 
elected governor, whoever he is. 
will have to decide whether or 


not to get the highway construc- 
tion program back on schedule. 


Here is the dilemma: 


On July 11, 1973. State 


Engineer Thomas Doyle an- 
nounced a $68 million highway 
construction program for fiscal 
1974. The program outlined 165 
projects, ranging from guard 
rails and lighting to road 
widenings and resurfacings, on 
579.1 miles of highway. 


On April 26, 1974, in response 


to inquiries from The Star, the 
department revised those figures 
to show that 456.4 miles of 
highway improvements, in- 
volving 79 projects, will be 
authorized by June 30. 


Federal Aid Obligated 


Despite the drop in total 


mileage and the number of 
projects planned for fiscal 1974, 
department officials said $68.3 
million in contracts will be or 
have been awarded in 1974. All 
available federal funds have 
been obligated, they said. 


What has been dropped from 


the 1974 construction timetable 
includes: 


—34 Interstate projects which 


the department 
labeled 


"minor."' These included 12 in- 
terchange lighting projects and 
an undisclosed number of guard- 
rail and landscaping projects. 


The department, however, 


pointed out that all of the 
"major" work on Interstate 80, 
such as paving certain stretches, 
is under contract and on 
schedule. 


—An undisclosed number of 


projects on the state's primary 
and secondary highway system, 
including some paving, widening 
and bridge projects. 


Charles Nutter, deputy state 


engineer, said the number of 
projects on the state highway 
system which have been delayed 
were not totaled. He mentioned 
delay on several paving projects 
in western Nebraska, but he said 
no major projects in the im- 
mediate Lincoln area will be 
delayed.

Truckers Group 
Willing To Strike

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Grand Island — Members of 


the Independent Truckers of 
Nebraska agreed here Sunday 
they have "no choice" but to 
take part in an anticipated 
national trucking strike. 


But at the same time, some 40 


members of the new state group 
registered strong opposition to a 
"piecemeal strike." That was 
the term President Don Mulder 
of Lincoln applied to the limited 
shutdown of last January. 


"Let's not have a situation this 


time with one state going one 
way and one the other," Mulder 
said. "If we have a strike, let's 
ha\e one that will do some 
good." 


It was noted that a nationwide 


shutdown is tentatively set for 
May 13. The action is being con- 
templated in protest of reduced 
highway speeds and inflated fuel 
prices. 


The main concern of Sunday's 


meeting was that if a strike 
materializes, it should be a un- 
animous action. 


Oat Of Fear 


Jim Beeton, administrative 


chairman of the group, said, 
"The last strike was so dis- 
organized, nobody knew who to 
contact about anything." He said 
he had parked his own rig, but 
"only for fear of my Me and 
equipment." 


In a voice vote, the group 


expressed itself without dissent 
against striking nnJess the shut- 
down is nationwide. 


Adopted was a formal 


resolution: 


"The Independent Truckers of 


Nebraska are against piecemeal 
shutdowns of a few truckers in 
isolated areas. However, pen- 
ding an announcement by the 
NITUC of a 190% nationwide 
shutdown, we will have no 
choice but to join in the shut- 
down." 


NITUC is the National 


Independent Trackers Unity 
Committee, with which the 
Nebraskans voted to align

Representing 17 other trucking 
organizations, the national group 
so far has not favored strike. 


Support Pledged 


The president of the Nebraska 


Truck Stop Operators Associa- 
tion.

priority system used to deter- 
mine which projects would not 
be let for contracts. Some 
projects originally planned for a 
contract letting early in the year 
will be delayed, because the 
department rejected bids on a 
number of occasions which it 
felt were too high, he said. 


The delay has been blamed on 


the gasoline shortage and infla- 
tion. 


For instance, in September, 


1973, asphaltic cement cost the 
department approximately 20 
cents per gallon. By February. 
1974. the price had almost 
doubled to between 35 and 40 
cents per gallon. 


This forced the department to 


take $1.8 million from its con- 
struction funds and apply it to 
the maintenance program in 
order to meet the higher costs. 


4% For Inflation 


In a December, 1973, report, 


department controller Jack F 
Pittman estimated construction 
costs were up 27.8% over costs 
for calendar 1972. This left the 
department short of the money 
needed to meet the 1974 
schedule. It had based its fiscal 
1974 program on 1972 costs plus 
a 4% inflation factor. 


In addition, gasoline revenue 


grew by only 1.8% during the 
first nine months of fiscal 1974 
instead of the 5.6% originally an- 
ticipated. 


This lower rate of growth cost 


the state S1.2 million in an- 
ticipated revenue.

Team To Clear 
Peru Landslides 


Lima, Peru ( A P ) — A n 


engineering team armed with 
dynamite struggled through rain 
and mud Sunday to clear giant 
landslides high in the Andes of 
central Peru that killed 43 peo- 
ple, wiped out at least three 
villages and threatened another 
six with sudden extinction. 


Authorities said 50 persons 


have been injured and another 
200 were missing in the disaster 
in a quiet little valley some 10.- 
000 feet above sea level. 


Newsmen Quoted survivors as 


saying three big avalanches 
Thursday night were preceded 
by a loud report, "like an 
explosion." followed by 
prolonged rumbling as part of 
three peaks caved into the 
valley. 


The 100-man team was on its 


way to blast open a spill through 
the thousands of tons of rock and 
mud that has been blocking the 
Mantaro River rapids, forming 
an oblong lake 14 miles long and 
210 feet deep. 


Rescue chiefs feared another 


disaster if the accumulated 
debris suddenly crumbled under 
the pressure of the accumulated 
water. They said the floods 
would raze dozens of villages 
downstream. 


"It is rising very fast. Pretty 


soon it will reach the danger 
point." an engineer in charge of 
communicating with rescue 
teams reported. 


Several thousand people — 


mostly Indian villagers — have 
been evacuated from com- 
munities located downstream.

The jury devoted it-, attention first to Mitchell in 


pronouncing him innocent, count-by-count, of the 
indictment When it concluded, defense attorney 
John Spnz/.o clapped an arm aruund the former at- 
torney general's neck and pulled his head onto his 
shoulder Mitchell smiled broadly 


Stans was next When the jury concluded its fin- 


dings, he sank back in his chair with a visible sigh 
ol relict. Atter being embraced by defense attorney 
Robert Barker, Stans put his head in his hands 
momentarily When he lifted it. his eyes were wet 
with tears 


Mitchell and Stans were accused of conspiring to 


obstruct a massive Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission fraud investigation of Vesco's multi- 
million dollar corporate empire in return for the 
$200,000 1972 campaign contribution. If convicted, 
each could have received a maximum sentence of 
45 years in prison and fines up to $80,000. 


A crowd of about 100 persons greeted Mitchell 


and Stans with mixed cheers and jeers as they 
emerged from the courthouse in a downtown sec- 
tion of Manhattan normally deserted on a Sunday. 


"Hurray for American justice," cried one 


woman. 


"There's no more America," countered another 


crowd member, screaming: "Scandal! Fascist!" 


Mitchell still faces conspiracy, obstruction and 


perjury charges in Washington in connection with 
the Watergate coverup His indictment there wab 
held up until the day following the sequestration of 
the Stans-Mitchell trial jury here, so members of 
the panel would not be influenced by the Watergate 
action. 


The jurors sent out a note at 11:50 a.m. CDT to 


federal judge Lee Gagliardi. It read s.mply "The 
jury has reached its verdict " 


Five minutes later, the jurors walked into the 


courtroom, pausing at the doorway to shake hands 
with court clerk James Matarese. 


The first two jurors into the room. Clarence 


Brown, a postal employe, and Floyd Cook. Western 
Union messenger, looked directly at Mitchell and 
Stans and smiled. By courtroom tradition, such an 
attitude is taken to indict a verdict favorable to a 
defendant. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. John Wing who had conducted a 


vigorous prosecution was asked how he felt about 
the outcome. 


"Rotten," said the 37-year-old prosecutor. "If we 


could have gotten Vesco back it would have been 
different. It was absolutely not a waste. When 
there's evidence that people committed crimes, 
those crimes should be investigated and 
prosecuted." 


Vesco fled the country at the height of the SEC 


investigation into his affairs and has successfully 
resisted all legal efforts by the U.S. government to 
force his return. He had been indicted with 
Mitchell and Stans 


Tope Decision Pressure Mounting 


WASHINGTON <AP) - Secluded at his Camp 


David. Md.. retreat. President Nixon faced moun- 
ting pressure Sunday to reverse his indicated 
course and surrender completely the tapes sub- 
poenaed by the House Judiciary Committee 


The recordings are of such paramount impor- 


tance. declared~former Atty Gen Elliot Richard- 
son, that they "could very well tip it one way or 
another." as to whether Nixon is adjudged guilty of 
criminal conduct. 


As of now. said Richardson in a television inter- 


view, "the case is close " 


White House sources have indicated in recent 


days that Nixon would meet the committee's 
Tuesday deadline with a limited, transcribed ver- 
sion of the tapes, wanted in the panel's impeach- 
ment inquiry. 


But that would run counter to uie strongest ad- 


vice of congressional Republicans, who warn it 
could heighten the risk of impeachment despite 
whatever merit rmeht be contained in the 
transcriptions 


Richardson said that transcriptions would fail to 


meet the legal command of the subpoena. 
Moreover, he said, "a failure to fully meet the 
requests for tapes justifies an adverse inference" as 
to Nixon's guilt in the Watergate affair 


Sen Jacob K Javits. R-N V . said on a separate 


interview program that even allowing selected 
committee members and staff to listen to the tapes 
would miss the mark, "they might as well go the 
whole way." he declared 


Javits said that if the House impeaches Nixon, 


the President should step aside for the duration of 
his tnal in the Senate. 


"He should invoke the 25th Amendment." said 


Javits "he could give up and recapture his power,

Nixon summoned his two top advisers to Camp 


David Sunday afternoon to confer on his final 
strategy for meeting the Tuesday deadline- After 
the meeting with Chief of Staff Alexander M. Haig 
Jr. and Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegter. high- 
level White House sources said the President had 
reacted a decision to torn over "extensive and 
comprehensive" material to toe committee. 


However, the White House would not go into 


detail on what material would be provided. 


"The President will spell out tomorrow (Mon- 


day) how he plans to respond" to the subpoena, 
another White House source said. 


There were reports that Nixon had decided to 


deliver a television speech Monday night, but the 
White House would say only that this step was un- 
der consideration. 


The subpoena calls for delivery to the committee 


by 10 a.m. Tuesday of tapes and other records 
relating to 42 conversations between Nixon and his 


top aides about the time Watergate coverup was 
unraveling a year ago. 


A battery of typists under the supervision of 


White House lawyer Fred Buzhardt is known to be 
working on the 1.600 minutes of conversation 
covered by the subpoena

Geneva — Secretary of State Kissinger arrived here, on his 


way to the Middle East, to confer with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko, hoping to obtain Soviet help in his efforts 
to persuade Israel and Syria to compromise on a troop separa- 
tion agreement in the Golan Heights. He conferred with 
Gromyko soon after his arrival and will have another meeting 
with him Monday. 


Portuguese Socialist Returns 


Lisbon — Mario Scares, the 49-year-old leader of Portugal's 


Socialist Party and an opponent of the dictatorship that was 
overthrown last Thursday, returned to his country from a five- 
year exile in Paris. He was welcomed by an exuberant crowd 
here and then he went to see Gen. Antonio de Spinola, head of 
the military junta, who is likely to lead the provisional govern- 
ment the junta promised to form in the next three weeks. 


Rebels Control Much Of Colony 


Guinea — For 14 years, African rebels in the malaria-ridden 


jungle territory of Guinea-Bissau have been carrying on an 
armed struggle against Portuguese rule. They claim control over 
nearly three-fourth of the Guinea-Bissau territory, which is 
about the combined size of Connecticut and Massachusetts, and 
over more than half the population of 600,000 farmers, 
herdsmen and fishermen. The rebels in Portugal's two other 
much larger African colonies — Angola and Mozambique — 
make no such claims. 


Mitchell, Stans Face Problems 


Washington — The acquittal of John N. Mitchell and 


Maurice H. Stans does not end their legal problems. Mitchell 
has been indicted in Washington on six other counts in the 
Watergate conspiracy case, and he is said to be involved in two 


other cases being prepared by the Watergate special prosecutor. 
Stans's problems are considerably less severe, but the Watergate 
special prosecutor reportedly is investigating whether he 
solicited illegal corporate contributions to Nixon's campaign. 


Workers Worried About Prices 


New York — Recent interviews conducted by the New York 


Times with workers around the country, indicate that most of 
them are worried about what the impact the removal of wage 
and price controls, due to expire at midnight Monday, will have 
on the already skyrocketing cost of living. Many of these 
workers can look forward to increases in wages and fringe 
benefits negotiated through collective bargaining this year, and 
unions, freed from the controls, are expected to push hard for 
substantial increases. 


Nixon Appealing To Conservative Bloc 


Washington - President Nixon, who was at Camp David 


preparing to step up his campaign against impeachment, is 
directing his appeal increasingly to the minority conservative 
bloc in the Senate. The strategy is being pursued on two levels 
— first, on policy and legislation, and second, on public 
appearances and speeches across the country. 


Solidarity With Soviet Jews Shown 


New York — With priests, ministers and rabbis in the 


vanguard, a crowd estimated by the police at more than 100,000 
paraded down Fifth Avenue in demonstration of their solidarity 
with Soviet Jews denied the right to emigrate to Israel. The 
parade reached a climax when the peaceful procession of men 
women and children filled Dag Hammarskjold Plaza across 
from the United Nations. 


Jets Resume 
Mideast Raids

Israeli and Syrian warplanes 


resumed strafing and bombing 
the cease-fire line Sunday and 
gun duels continued unabated 
as Secretary of State Henry A.

Israel, which lost 14 of its 


soldiers Saturday in the highest 
casualty toll for a single day 
since October, said the escalated 
fighting could 
damage 


Kissinger's mission. 


Eight of the Israeli soldiers 


were killed by Syrian artillery 
fire. Six others died when a 


medical evacuation helicopter, 
landing to pick up the wounded, 
crashed. 


In Lebanon, witnesses 


reported that an Israeli armored 
unit seized the Shahar peak on 
the Lebanese side of Mt. Her- 
mon early Sunday. They said 
Lebanese troops opened fire 
with 120mm mortar and the 
Israelis returned fire. 


The Israeli command did not 


confirm the attack, but the Tel 
Aviv daily Maariv reported that 
Israeli troops came under mor- 
tar fire from Lebanon for the 


first time in post-October 
fighting. 


Israel said it sent its jet 


fighters against Syrian positions 
on Mt. Hermon, the strategic 
9,200-foot mountain on the 
Syrian-Lebanese border where 
fighting has been centered in the 
past three weeks. 


Other Israeli fighters hit 


Syrian posts south of the 300- 
square-mile bulge Israel cap- 
tured in the October war, the 
Israeli command said. Two 
Syrian jets strafed Israeli 
positiofls an hour later, Israel 
said. 
downed one Israeli jet but Israel 
said all its planes had returned 
safely. 


A Syrian c o m m u n i q u e 


reported that artillery duels 
spread along the 40-mile Golan 
cease-fire line for the 48th 
straight day. 


Israeli 
correspondents 


reported that Syria was ap- 
parently conceding the battle for 
the Hermon peak. They said 
Israeli air strikes and concen- 
trated artillery fire were for^ng 
the Syrians to abandon their 
forward position about 600 feet 
below the Israeli-held summit 
and their work on a road to the 
summit. 


The Israeli press, meanwhile, 


expressed pessimism about 
Kissinger's peace mission.

In Kissinger Mission 


NEW YORK (AP) - Presi- 


dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt says 
he believes Henry A. Kissinger is 
"a man of miracles" and will 
succeed in disengaging Syrian 
and Israeli troops on the Golan 
Heights. 


The Egyptian president was 


interviewed Sunday on ABC's 
"Issues and Answers" program 
by ABC News President Elmer 
Lower and two correspondents. 


Asked how he would rate the 


secretary of state's chances in 
his current peace mission to the 
Middle East. Sadat said: "He's a 
man of miracles. I think he will 
be doing it again in Syria." 
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Sadat would not divulge what 


advice he had sent to Syrian 
President Hafez Assad in a 
message delivered to Damascus 
last week. 


But he said the fighting on the 


Golan front "could be dangerous 
if we don't use all our efforts 
from your side, from our side, 
from the Syrian side to try and 
reach this disengagment agree- 
ment. 


Sadat said that the United 


States has "the best chances in 
achieving peace in this area" 
because under the NLxon ad- 
ministration American policy- 
has made a "drastic change 
toward peace based on justice" 
in the Middle East. 


Several times during a one- 


hour interview Sadat referred to 
Kissinger as "my 
friend," 


"Henry" and as a worker of 
"miracles." 


He admitted that he has been 


warned by other Arab leaders 
against placing too much trust 
on an administration threatened 
at home by impeachment 
proceedings. And he admitted 
that Vice President Gerald 
Ford's pronouncements on the 
Middle East did not "en- 
courage" him because "what he 
has said before has always been 
the old line of alignment with 
Israel."

BOSTON (AP) - Some 


burned children who once would 
have faced almost certain death 
now are being saved with a new 
treatment that uses their 
parents' skin as bandages. The 
treatment purposely inhibits 
their ability to fight infection, 
one of a burn patient's deadliest 
foes. 


The experimental technique, 


which has been used to treat 11 
youngsters in less than two years 
at the Shriners Burns Institute 
here, is considered nsky because 
it relies upon suppressing the 
body's immune system that 
defends against foreign bodies 
and disease. 


But for patients who have 


almost no chance of survival 
with traditional treatments, the 
doctors feel the risks are accep- 
table. 


Seven of those treated have 


survived, and of the four who, 
died only one failed because of 
uncontrolled infection. The 
others died of lung difficulties 
because of inhalation burns to 
the respiratory system, doctors 
say. 


The severe burns treatment in- 


volves skin 
transplant 


specialists, surgeons and other 
experts from Massachusetts 
General Hospital, which staffs 
the burns center. 


Because of the risk, the doc- 


tors limit use of the technique to 
children who have severe burns 
over at least 70 to 80 per cent of 
their bodies.

In the Senate, sponsors of the

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Mayor Schwartzkopf last week was 


asked in a letter to make public all con- 
tributions of $100 or more which were 
given to his 1967 and 1971 campaigns for of- 
fice.

his campaign expenditures are on file as 
required by law and that anyone who is in- 
terested can look up that information for 
himself. But, the mayor observed, he is not 
required by law to report his campaign 
contributions and at this point he said he is 
not inclined to do so. 


The mayor's position is of course 


protected by the absence of any require- 
ment to report campaign contributions. He 
may also feel that he was unjustly singled 
out as the only elected City Hall official 
who was asked to publicize the roster of his 
major campaign contributors. Further, he 
may not have taken contributions from 
anyone having anything to do with property 
transactions in the Northeast Radial cor- 
ridor, but nevertheless feels that it's 
nobody's business who supported him in 
the past. He may not want to break con- 
fidence with contributors who may have 
conditioned their support on keeping it 
quiet. Similar reasons govern the conduct 
of a multitude of officials. 


And that conduct, unfortunately for 


the politicians and the public alike, is part 
of the reason for the mess government and 
politics are in today. People saw the abuse 
caused by unaccounted-for money in the 
1972 scandals and they question every 
elected official at every level. And those of- 
ficials can learn by the President's exam- 
ple. Guilty or not, he is now almost ruined 
by his obsession with secrecy. 


It's a long way from Washington to 


Lincoln, but people still cry for fresh air 
here.

If Nixon is serious about making his

And the next few trips out 
on the road should be to places like Boston, 
Detroit, Chicago, Milwaukee, Des Moines, 
Denver, Seattle or San Francisco. Or 
Berkeley.

Kissinger-Jackson Row 


WASHINGTON — In the present poisonous 


atmosphere of suspicion in Washington, there is 
very little confidence in the good faith of 
anybody in the White House, the Congress or 
the press. 


The suspicion is often justified, but there is 


an element of tragedy in all this, for the at- 
mosphere of doubt in Washington is now begin- 
ning to spread beyond Watergate and politics to 
policy, not only to the President and the cast of 
characters in the political scandals who are the 
men of the past,-but to people like Jackson and 
Kissinger, who may have more to say about the 
future and the policy of arms control than 
anybody else. 


The main thing about this is that Kissinger 


and Jackson are now involved in a public row 
about the control of nuclear weapons, and how 
this fundamental question should be negotiated 
with the Soviet Union, but have never really 
talked out their differences in private before 
they differed with one another in public. 


This is very odd. They are both intelligent 


and knowledgeable men, and know that the con- 
trol of arms has reached a critical point with 
Moscow. Jackson wants a comprehensive agree- 
ment with the Soviets on arms control, which 
Kissinger also wants but thinks he cannot get 


Therefore. Kissinger is "ailing to do the 


best he can to keep the talks going. What, he 
asks, if we added to all our present difficulties 
at home and the Middle East, the demands of 
Senator Jackson and a return to the confron- 
tations of the cold war. Why argue about the 
number of missiles'' People are killed by- 
nuclear warheads and not by the missiles 
themselves, so we have to avoid 20.000 missiles 
with multiple warheads by the end of the seven- 


ties, and slow down the arms race as best we 
can.

Jackson insists that we draw the line with 


the Soviet Union now — force an agreement for 
a major reduction of arms, demand that the 
Soviet Union agree to the emigration of 100,000 
Soviet citizens a year. And not only the 
aggrieved Jews but the dissidents from the 
Ukraine and the Baltic states and the other 
Soviet nationalities as well. 


Now is the time, Jackson says, to be tough 


Now is the time, says Kissinger, to be careful. 


Jackson is now charging in public that the 


President and the secretary of state are rushing 
into a compromise arms agreement because the 
President is in trouble at home and needs to 
give the impression of an agreement with the 
Soviet Union on arms, even if, as Jackson 
believes, it is a fake. 


The administration denies this in public and 


suggests in private that Jackson is really run- 
ning for president on an anti-Soviet, pro-labor 
and pro Israel platform. Probably there is some 
truth in this both ways, but not much. 


What is intolerable is that they do not dis- 


cuss their honest differences. After all, 
Kissinger's success rests on the fact that, as an 
outsider he won the confidence of Richard 
Nixon, Chou en-Lai in China, of President 
Sadat in Egypt, Golda Meir in Israel, and the 
elders of the Congress of the United States. 


It is odd that he has not managed to do the 


same with Jackson, who in the end is not likely 
to reach the White House by arguing for a 
return to the confrontations of the cold war.

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As Watergate Goes On 


WASHINGTON — The massive process of 


the Watergate prosecution moves on with no 
end in sight. Important indictments are still to 
come involving the milk fund, ITT and illegal 
campaign contributions tied to am- 
bassadorships and other anticipated rewards. 


Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski is 


proceeding without fear or favor with the able 
legal staff largely inherited from Archibald Cox 
when he went with Attorney General Eliot 
Richardson in the infamous Saturday night 
massacre. 


The sequence of the trials extends further 


into the future than Jaworski had contemplated 
since his goal is to finish the job as expeditiously 
as possible and return to his law practice in 
Texas. 


The special prosecutor has his own tape 


deadline with the White House He set May 2 as 
the date for response by the President to his 
request for 46 tapes as well as documents and 
transcripts essential for the trials to come. 


If the President and his lawyer, James St 


Clair, refuse to comply or if they reply only in 
part at their own discretion, Jaworski will take 
the matter to the courts. In the showdown it is 
likely to go to the Supreme Court. 


The legal base is stronger than if the 


material were being subpoenaed for a grand 
jury Under a decision repeatedly upheld by the 
Supreme Court, any person must yield what is 
considered evidence necessary for the defense 
in a criminal trial. 


If the evidence is withheld, defense lawyers 


can move for dismissal on the ground it was es- 
sential to prove their client innocent. Charles W. 
Colson, one of the seven White House advisers 
indicted on March 1, is moving in that direction 
with a call for White House tapes which, if 
refused, will be reason to argue for dismissal of 
the conspiracy charge. 


Colson with H. R. Haldeman, John D. 


Ehrlichman and former Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell are the key to the Watergate 
prosecution. The others are supernumeraries 
and it is not excluded that plea bargaining may 
reduce the number of defendants. 


The March 1 indictment is the second for 


Mitchell, once Nixon's closest adviser and 
friend. He has been on trial in New York for 10 
weeks on charges of perjury and obstruction of 
justice. 


The 46 tapes subpoenaed by Jaworski cover 


64 separate conversations between Nixon and 
members of his staff over the year ending June. 
1973. Jaworski believes that every aspect of 
Watergate and the related scandals are dis- 
cussed on these tapes. 


At the direction of the special prosecutor's 


office, the trial of the seven has been put over 
until September. This was done to be sure that 
the question of the subpoenas could be cleared 
through the courts before the trial starts

Gesell had thrown out one count of 
the four-count indictment and the jury found 
Chapin innocent on another count.

That is not likely to happen so long as 
William B. Saxbe is attorney general. His record 
of foot-in-mouth is unparalleled.

The result of that contest will not only affect the 


general election of 1974, but it could be a major factor in 
the elections of 1976 and 1978. 


Exon's future political options may be determined by 


the outcome of that struggle. Roman Hruska's future 
could be affected. And the short-term health of both the 
Democratic and Republican Parties may be on the line. 


Aw. that's overstating it But is it? 
In choosing Gerald Whelan as his preferred running 


mate, Exon also chose him as his preferred gubernatorial 
successor. 


That is, the governor told an educational television 


news panel last week, be would like to see Whelan 
succeed him after a second four-year term, assuming both 
are elected this autumn. 


It isn't politic for Exon to talk about it now, but there 


is another option available to him if Wbelan is his lieute- 
nant governor, one which be might not consider, at all — 
or which might not be politically available — if Terry 
Carpenter or Jules Barbach or Frank Lewis were tiente- 
nant governor. 


More so with Terry, of coarse. It's always "more so" 


with Terry. 
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The option, of coarse, is a Senate race at nod-term hi 


1976 if Exon is re-elected in November. 
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That's Hruska's seat, and a re-elected popular gover- 


nor running against a Republican incumbent who had 
trouble the last time out, and who may be damaged by his 
close relationship with President Nixon, just might be 
able to pull off the first Democratic Senate victory in 
Nebraska in 42 years. 


That would elevate Whelan to the governorship, and 


pave the way for him to seek a gubernatorial term of his 
own as an incumbent in 1978. 


If Exon sought the Senate seat and lost. Whelan 


would still be in position to claim the Democratic guber- 
natorial nomination — not perhaps without a fight — in 
1978, presumably with Exon's backing. 


And Exon, still the incumbent governor, could take a 


crack at the Senate seat held by Carl Curtis, who also had 
trouble bis last time at the polls. 


So what if it isn't Whelan? 
Then, Exon might choose either not to seek a Senate 


seat in 1976, or he might be less able to win it if he tried. 


Carpenter, in particular, has both cheering fans and 


jeering detractors. If Exon's election to the Senate would 
automatically elevate Carpenter to the governorship, 
Terry would immediately become * central issue in a 1976 
Senate race. 


Exon might just forego that battle. 
As for 1978, the governor would have no chosen 


successor available — unless he tapped a new one or tried 
to retrieve Wbelan. Terry would be 78; Burbach would be 
66; Lewis, whose 1974 chances appear somewhat remote, 
would be 39. 


Now, it could be that any one of them might develop 


a working relationship with the governor satisfactory to 
both. 


Exon sort of indicated on ETV last week that such a 


relationship could be worked out with either Burbach or 
Lewis. He was kss sure of Carpenter because, he said 
Terry doesn't like to "play second fiddle" to anyone 


In any event, the line of succession would be up for 


grabs in 1978. 


The fact is that any one of the four candidates is 


capable of saving either as lieutenant governor or gover- 
nor.

characters in the p o litical scandals who are the 
men o f the p ast, bu t to p eo p le like Jackso n and 
Kissinger, who may hav e mo re to say abo u t the 
fu tu re and the p o licy o f arms co ntro l than 
any bo dy else. 


The main thing abo u t this is that Kissinger 
and Jackso n are no w inv o lv ed in a p u blic ro w 
abo u t the co ntro l o f nu clear weap o ns, and ho w 
this fu ndamental q u estio n sho u ld be nego tiated 
with the So v iet Unio n, bu t hav e nev er really 
talked o u t their differences in p riv ate befo re 
they differed with o ne ano ther in p u blic. 


This is v ery o dd. They are bo th intelligent 
and kno wledgeable men. and kno w that the co n­ 
tro l o f arms has reached a critical p o int with 
Mo sco w. Jackso n wants a co mp rehensiv e agree­ 
ment with the So v iets o n arms co ntro l, which 
Kissinger also wants bu t thinks he canno t get. 
Therefo re. Kissinger is willing to do the 
best he can to keep the talks go ing. What, he 
asks, if we added to all o u r p resent difficu lties 
at ho me and the Middle East, the demands o f 
Senato r Jackso n and a retu rn to the co nfro n­ 
tatio ns o f the co ld war.

Possession Possible

Although a majority, 52%, of 


the American people says it does 
not believe in demonism, a sub- 
stantial 36% do think that "peo- 
ple are sometimes possessed — 
taken over in mind and body by 
a demon or the Devil." 


With the popular success of 


the motion picture, "The Exor- 
cist," the possibility of such a 
phenomenon has received wide 
currency. A total of five per cent 
of Americans 18 years and over 
— one in every 20 — report to 
the Harris Survey that either 
they, themselves, or "someone 
close to them" have actually 
been "possessed by the Devil." 
In the aggregate, that comes to 
over 7 million adults in this 
country. 


The phenomenon of "people 


becoming possessed" is baffling 
to believers and unbelievers 
alike. No more than 16% overall 
fee 
1, that modern medicine and 


psychiatry have successfully 
diagnosed that cause of such 
aberrations. Another 30% feel 
that it has been "somewhat 
explained," but a majority, 54%, 
either feels all explanations thus 
far have been inadequate or 
simply do not know how to 
explain the reported episodes. 


The question of demonology 


has attracted wide-spread public 
interest with the publication of 
the book, "The Exorcist," and 
the movie subsequently made 
from the book Fully 74% m a 
national cross section say they 
have followed the exorcism 
issue. A majority of 53% says it 
personally believes in the 
existence of the Devil, while no 
more than 30% deny it. 


When asked about the 


ceremony of exorcism, as 
sometimes practiced in the 
Catholic Church to "drive evil 
spirits out of a person," by 55- 
25% a majority of the American 
people says it does not believe in 
such a process. However, among 
Catholics, a narrow 41-40% 
plurality does believe in it.

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Not All Land 
OK To Irrigate

We hear a lot of statements 


about how wonderful irrigation 
is for Nebraska's economy but 
now and then there is a voice of 
caution in the midst of the de- 
mand for more water on more 
land. 


The simple fact is that irriga- 


tion is just not feasible on every 
piece of land in Nebraska, accor- 
ding to Dr. Leslie Sheffield, who 
is busy promoting irrigation but 
wants the irrigation installations 
to be successful. 


"The biggest problem in 


irrigation is the selection of a 
proper site for the installation of 
a center pivot irrigation system 
in the sandhills area," he said. 


"You can get into deep trou- 


ble with the choppy sands when 
you remove the vegetative cover 
from the area," he warned. 


Cropland Lake 


Another problem cited by 


Sheffield is the wet meadow 
which can create a lake in the 
midst of your cropland. 


"Moving hill tops that are real- 


ly sand dunes is particularly 
dangerous because once the 
grass is gone it is terribly dif- 
ficult to get any kind of vegeta- 
tion started again.'* he 
explained. 


Sheffield said he knew of one 


ISO-acre site that was now bare 
sand which is beginning to blow 
onto neighboring pastureland 
covering the grass in effect 
creating a ever growing blowout 
or miniature desert. 


"Stopping one of these sandy 


areas from expanding is 
extremely difficult. Ranchers 
usually cover them with hay, 
straw, manure or auto tires in an 
effort to keep the sand tied down 
until they can get grass started. 
Irrigation water alone won't do 
it. It will start blowing again 
within a few minutes after the 
sprinkler has passed the area," 
he said. 


Maybe No Profit 


Sheffield said such irrigation 


systems had sometimes proven 
unprofitable to the point of 
bankruptcy for investors who 
had thought the way to get rich 
quick was to buy a piece of the 
sandhills and turn it into corn 
ground. 


Usually they are non-farm in- 


vestors with some experience in 
owning land under irrigation 
where soil types don't move in 
the wind as readily as the' 
Valentine-type sand does in 
much of western Nebraska. 


Sheffield warns that farming 


under center pivot systems 
requires a higher level of 
management than running cattle 
on grass. "It is a different kind 
of management. I think it might 
be better, and probably more 
profitable, to grow alfalfa under 
irrigation than corn on some of 
these sites until the farmers are 
used to them. This would tie in 
with their existing operations 
better and it would be less 
expensive to get into than corn 
farming because a rancher 
would already have some haying 
equipment and could avoid 
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buying protein if he used alfalfa. 
He could also market his in- 
creased crop production through 
his cattle," he said. 


Sheffield has hopes that better 


management techniques for 
irrigating in the sandhills can 
be developed at the new 
sandhills field laboratory near 
Tryon. 


System Is Expensive 


Sheffield emphasizes that it is 


possible to make a good profit on 
a property selected site for a 
center pivot irrigation system 
growing corn, but it is expensive. 


"Costs have jumped alarming- 


ly in the last three years. It cost 
$99.91 an acre to own and 
operate a pivot system in a 
typical sandhills system in 1970.

Worldwide Service 


The entire world still needs a 


good worldwide crop reporting 
service equal to our own.

statistical reports, but he is 
aiming at the wrong target. 


We need the reports and the 


information in them. What we 
are not getting is an accurate 
report of what is in the data 
gathered by the statisticians or, 
we are getting a political inter- 
pretation of what the data in- 
dicates. 


Our statistical service needs 


more money, not less. While the 
secrecy surrounding the com- 
pilation of the reports may be 
desirable from some stand- 
points, I feel it should be 
reviewed in the light of some of 
the data changes we see after the 
information leaves the states and 
comes out of the Washington of- 
fice of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 


If you don't think data is

Grain prices respond to all 


sorts of things these days. The 
floods in Mississippi drove the 
sagging prices of cotton and 
soybeans back up to the limit on 
the futures market, and ap- 
parently the downward pressure 
on the com market resulted 
from the changes in buying plans 
by Mainland China. 


Secretary of Agriculture Earl 


Butz predicted that American 
Wheat Prices will stabilize 
"around the $4.00 mark," in a 
news conference in the Philip- 
pines. Butz is on a world trip 
trying to sell more American 
grain overseas over a long-term 
period.

Farmers facing skyrocketing 


fertilizer and fuel costs are 
worried about what grain prices 
will be by harvest time this fall. 


A random survey of 55 of the 


best farmers I know tells me that 
they feel that it will cost them no 
less than S2.00 a bushel to grow 
corn in Nebraska this year. 


This is an all-cost figure but all 


these costs do have to be paid 
eventually in one way or 
another. The cash out of pocket 
figure is utterly non-recoverable. 
It is going to be a floor price un- 
der com for sure, and the two- 
dollar figure may well put 
strength under corn because 
more farmers are more aware of 
actual costs than they used to be. 


Feed gram demand around 


the world is good. The increase 


in the supply of rail equipment 
to elevators in the next 90 days 
should move a lot of grain to 
market and to ports, easing 
carryover problems con- 
siderably. 


Feedlot operators are starting 


to buy substantial quantities of 
grain, and most of the move- 
ment from grain farm and 
elevator to the feedlot's storage 
system via truck. 


If we get a substantial 


recovery in livestock feeding we 
could easily see three-dollar corn 
again this year. But without 
feedlot interest, the price could 
sag to a level below the cost of 
production on many farms. 


Farmers have an unfortunate 


tendency to make judgements on 
the basis oT today's price instead 
of what they might expert prices 
lo he at harvest time or market 
time 
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Sheffield suggests that 


minimum tillage is essential for 
a successful operation. "Don't 
disturb any more sand than you 
absolutely have to. Try to main- 
tain as much grass as possible 
until you can get a good cover of 
corn staUcs to protect against 
wind damage. Cornstalks do 
work well if undisturbed. I don't 
like to see silage cut from a 
sandhills site unless it is in 
strips," he said. 


One sandhills rancher does 


remove a part of the corn for 
silage, but he leaves strips of 
stalks and covers the harvested 
area with a liberal application of 
manure and straw to hold the 
sand. It seems to be working so 
far. 


Insurance is another must for 


sandhills irrigation farming. 
"Hail is a real danger to the 
crop, and wind can destroy an 
expensive irrigation system in a 
few moments. I have seen one 
system reduced to scrap and a 
number that were badly 
damaged in tornados and wind 
storms." he added. 


Irrigation is good for farmers, 


for the community and for 
Nebraska but not necessarily 
good for every piece of ground in 
Nebraska. Unwise irrigation can 
be a disaster for the investor and 
for those living near him if the 
sand begins blowing again in 
western Nebraska through mis- 
use of our greatest resource, our 
underground water supply.

Dr. Samuel I. Fuenning, now 


responsible for the entire pro- 
gram, will continue to handle 


the center's teaching programs, 
environmental health and safe- 
ty, medical care for athletes and 
physical fitness research. 


At the April session, Regent 


chairman Kermit Hansen of 
Omaha said the reorganization 
was designed to eliminate fiscal 
losses. 


T h e L a n c a s t e r County 


group's resolution says the cen- 
ter's health program is threat- 
ened with division and contends 
the controversy already has re- 
sulted m the resignation of key 
medical staff members.

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Not All Land 
OK To Irrigate

We hear a lot of statements 
about how wonderful irrigation 
is for Nebraska’s economy but 
now and then there is a voice of 
caution in the midst of the de­ 
mand for more water on more 
land. 
The simple fact is that irriga­ 
tion is just not feasible on every 
piece of land in Nebraska, accor­ 
ding to Dr. Leslie Sheffield, who 
is busy promoting imgation but 
wants the irrigation installations 
to be successful 


“ The big g est pro blem in 
irrig atio n is the selectio n o f a 
pro per site fo r the installatio n o f 
a center piv o t irrig atio n sy stem 
in the sandhills area,” he said. 


“You can get into deep trou­ 
ble with the choppy sands when 
you remove the vegetative cover 
from the area.” he warned 
Cro pland Lake 
Another problem cited by 
Sheffield is the wet meadow 
which can create a lake in the 
midst of your cropland. 
‘‘Moving hill tops that are real­ 
ly sand dunes is particularly 
dangerous because once the 
grass is gone it is terribly dif­ 
ficult to get any kind of vegeta- 
tion started again.” he 
explained 


Sheffield said he knew o f o ne 
16 0 -acre site that was no w bare 
sand which is beg inning to blo w 
o nto neig hbo ring pastureland 
co v ering the g rass in effect 
creating a ev er g ro wing blo wo ut 
o r miniature desert. 


“Stopping one of these sandy 
areas from expanding is 
extremely difficult. Ranchers 
usually cover them with hay, 
straw, manure or auto tires in an 
effort to keep the sand tied down 
until they can get grass started. 
Irrigation water alone won’t do 
it. It will start blowing again 
within a few minutes after the 
sprinkler has passed the area.” 
he said. 
Maybe No Profit 
Sheffield said such irrigation 
systems had sometimes proven 
unprofitable to the point of 
bankruptcy for investors who 
had thought the way to get rich 
quick was to buy a piece of the 
sandhills and turn it into com 
ground 


Usually they are no n-farm in­ 
v esto rs with so me ex perience in 
o wning land under irrig atio n 
where so il ty pes do n’t mo v e in 
the wind as readily as the 
Valentine-ty pe sand do es in 
much o f western Nebraska. 


Sheffield warns that farming 
under center pivot systems 
requires a higher level of 
management than running cattle 
on grass. “ It is a different kind 
of management I think it might 
be better, and probably more 
profitable, to grow alfalfa under 
irrigation than com on some of 
these sites until the farmers are 
used to them This would tie in 
with their existing operations 
better and it would be less 
expensive to get into than com 
farming because a rancher 
would already have some haying 
equipment and could avoid

Farmers facing skyrocketing 
fertilizer and fuel costs are 
worried about what grain prices 
will be by harvest time this fall. 


A random survey of 55 of the 
best farmers I know tells me that 
they feel that it will cost them no 
less than $2.00 a bushel to grow 
corn in Nebraska this year. 
This is an all-cost figure but all 
these costs do have to be paid 
eventually in one way or 
another. The cash out of pocket 
figure is utterly non-recoverable. 
It is going to be a floor price un­ 
der corn for sure, and the two- 
dollar figure may well put 
strength under corn because 
more farmers are more aware of 
actual costs than they used to be. 
Feed grain demand around 
the world is good. The increase 


in the supply of rail equipment 
to elevators in the next 90 days 
should move a lot of grain to 
market and to ports, easing 
carryover problems con­ 
siderably. 
Feedlot operators are starting 
to buy substantial quantities of 
grain, and most of the move­ 
ment from grain farm and 
elevator to the feedlot’s storage 
system via truck. 
If we get a substantial 
recovery in livestock feeding we 
could easily see three-dollar corn 
again this year. But without 
feedlot interest, the price could 
sag to a level below the cost of 
production on many farms. 
Farmers have an unfortunate 
tendency to make judgements on 
the basis oT today’s price instead 
of what they might expect prices 
to be at harvest time or market 
time.

Unwise imgation can 
be a disaster for the investor and 
for those living near him if the 
sand begins blowing again in 
western Nebraska through mis­ 
use of our greatest resource, our 
underground water supply. 


Who Should Control 
NU Health Center? 


Omaha (AP) — The Lancaster 
County Medical Society Sunday 
posed the question of who 
should control the student health 
center at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. 
The Lancaster group in­ 
troduced a resolution at the con­ 
vention of the Nebraska Medical 
Association saying the center 
should be “ physician directed 
and controlled ” 
The proposal also calls for 
transferring responsibility for 
the center from the control of 
the chancellor of the Lincoln 
campus to that of the chancellor 
of the NU Medical Center in 
Omaha 
Reorganization of the health 
center has been under dis­ 
cussion by the Board of Re­ 
gents 
Regents voted April 20 to go 
ahead with reorganization, ef­ 
fective in July It will make UNL 
Chancellor James Zumberge 
responsible for student fee sup­ 
ported activities at the center. 


Dr. Samuel I. Fuennmg, now 
responsible for the entire pro­ 
gram. will continue to handle 


the center's teaching programs, 
environmental health and safe­ 
ty. medical care for athletes and 
physical fitness research 
At the April session, Regent 
chairman Kermit Hansen of 
Omaha said the reorganization 
was designed to eliminate fiscal 
losses. 
The L a n c a s t e r County 
group's resolution says the cen­ 
ter's health program is threat­ 
ened with division and contends 
the controversy already has re­ 
sulted in the resignation of key 
medical staff members. 
On another matter, voting 
delegates to the convention were 
asked to complete surveys on 
medical manpower and referral 
of patients to specialists. 
The request came from Dr 
Richard A 
Uottingham of 
McCook. chairman of the Health 
Planning Committee formed by 
the association a year ago. 


The survey will be a trial run 
Association officials said plans 
are to expand the study to in­ 
clude either a representative 
sampling of physicians or all 
doctors.

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Few Dare The Untraditional 


What Will Future Hold 
For Today's Students? 


Editor's Note: This is the first in a five-part series 


examining the expanding career choices, with par- 
ticular emphasis on the opportunities for young 
women. Today — Are women entering new fields?

The women's liberation movement and federal 


legislation to the contrary, masses of young persons 
are not hurdling the sexual barriers and seeking non- 
traditional careers. 


By and large, women still are the secretaries, not 


the lawyers; nurses, not doctors; teachers, not 
professors and administrators; technicians, not 
engineers — thus leaving the careers with 
"professional" status to the males. 


That's the opinion of Lincoln public school and 


college administrators, counselors and job placement 
officials. 


"Although more (Nebraska) women are engaging 


in professional and technical occupations, the rate of 
gain has been slightly less than the rate of increase 
shown by males (40.01% compared to 41.5%)," accor- 
ding to "Business in Nebraska," a publication of the 
Bureau of Business Research, University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln College of Business Administration. 


"Women have, however, made notable invasions 


in some special categories of such employment." the 
publication continued, citing a 200% increase in 
female accountants and 45% increase (an actual gain 
of 15) in lady lawyers from 1960 to 1970. The increase 
of males in both occupations was less than 27%. 


In addition, "the number of women physicians, 


dentists, pharmacists and osteopaths ... (showed) an 
83% gain, while the number of men in those 
professions increased by only 4%," the publication 
noted. 


However, first semester enrollment statistics at 


the University of Nebraska-Lincoln failed to paint a 
bright outlook. 


Even as traditional female careers are seemingly 


drying up (an apparent teacher surplus has been 
observed for years and hospitals, often the providers 
of nursing training, are going out of the nursing school 
business) the traditionally male-dominated colleges — 
engineering, agriculture, architecture, business ad- 
ministration, dentistry, law. pharmacy — with a total 
enrollment of 7,037. had only 736 female students. 


And arts and sciences, home economics and 


teaching remained to be the primary fields of study for 
females. 


There has been little evidence of crossing over 


with males breaking into the female areas, according 
to UNL personnel, citing as an example the College of 
Home Economics, with only 12 men registered. 


Similarly, 998 of the 2,956 UNL graduate students 


were women — and the university's total enrollment 
was 8,206 females and 12,954 males. 


"Women are missing the boat by not entering 


these fields (not usually occupied by females)," said 
Frank Hallgren, director of UNL Career Planning and 
the Placement Center, adding "Companies are 
definitely looking for women. They are delighted to 
find women in any field" as legal and personal barriers 
are torn down 


"There is no difficulty for a young woman to com- 


pete with a young man in any field." Hallgren said 


Not everyone agrees with Hallgren. 


"It's just not accurate It is foolish to say society- 


accepts men on the same basis as women for certain 
jobs," countered Carl Spencer, director of career 
counseling, Lincoln Public Schools. 


Next: Students Speak Out. 


Just as the career horizon for women has 


changed, either willingly or through force, in 
past decades, so has the job market as a whole. 


Along with that has come the development 


of the technical trades, *hc emphasis on acquisi- 
tion of technical skills and resultant respec- 
tability for the trades. 


Little more than one-fifth of the oc- 


cupations listed in the Dictionary of Oc- 
cupational Titles requires a college degree, 
while 707o to 8070 of Lincoln's high school 
graduates enter college. Spencer said. 


Recent high school graduates, particularly 


the college-bound, are idealistic, said Dee 
Friesen, counselor in the UNL Educational 
Psychology Department, citing a study com- 
paring the career aspirations of high school 
students in the Netherlands and the United 
States 


The study found that, in the European na- 


tion, the same percentage of students showed 
inclinations to be doctors, lawyers and skilled 
technicians as were needed by the society 
Conversely. 80% of American students wanted 
professional and managerial jobs while only 
20% of the opportunities lie in those areas 


"Certain types of technical and skilled jobs 


will continue to be needed in the future," said 
Gene Landkammer, manager of the Lincoln of- 
fice. State Department of Labor, Division of 
Employment He said demand will continue to 
exist for persons skilled in the fields of com- 
puter science, electronics, ecology, personal ser- 
vices and nursing. 


That has been affirmed by a study con- 


ducted by the Nebraska Research Coordinating 
Unit for Vocational Education. 


Random sample interviews with 5% of the 


estimated 80,000 employers in the state revealed 
an expected increased demand for farming, 
fishery, forestry, processing, machine trades 
and bench and structural work while the need 
for professional, managerial, clerical and sales 
skills was expected to decline, said Elton 
Mendenhall. research unit director 


He said the fastest-growing occupations will 


be computer programming, recreation, social 
work, medical laboratory technicians and 
radiology, with the need for computer systems 
analysts expected to double in the future 


With advanced technology and the rapidly 


changing world, the job picture seemingly 
changes overnight, said Dr Vernon Williams. 
UNL associate professor of educational psy- 
chology and measurements and higher educa- 
tion. 


Thus, the occupational outlook may have 


undergone many decisive changes by the time 
today's high school graduates have completed 
their college or trade or technical school 
educations, he observed 


"Students are attuned to changes in the job 


market." When they hear about a good field 
with openings they flock to that field." he said 
citing pre\ tous turn-abouts in the law and jour- 
nalism professions — areas which recently had 
openings but soon were "flooded " The current 
need for special education, pre-school, day care 
and kindergarten teachers may result in a 
similar surplus in four years' time, he said 


We've told our kids in the past. . . that to be 


successful they have to go to college, maybe we 
shouldn't tell our kids now that to have success 
they have to go to technical school." 
Landkammer warned, pointing to an expected

increased demand for semi-skilled labor 


But those young persons still intent on pur- 


suing college educations should look at college 
training as a valuable experience "to learn to 
organize, learn to learn, learn to be adaptable to 


different kincK of jobs" not just as a means to a 
specific career, Landkammer advised 


'That career may not be available in 10

The women's liberation mov ement and federal 
legislation to the contrary , masses of y ou ng persons 
are not hu rdling the sex u al bam ers and seeking non- 
traditional careers. 


By and large, women still are the secretaries, not 
the lawy ers; nu rses, not doctors; teachers, not 
professors and adm inistrators; technicians, not 
engineers 
— thu s 
leav ing th e careers w ith 
“ professional" statu s to the males. 


That's the opinion of Lincoln pu blic school and 
college administrators, cou nselors and job placement 
officials. 


“ Althou gh more (Nebraska) women are engaging 
in professional and technical occu pations, the rate of 
gain has been slightly less than the rate of increase 
shown by males (40 01% compared to 41.5%),” accor­ 
ding to “ Bu siness in Nebraska.” a pu blication of the 
Bu reau of Bu siness Research, Univ ersity of Nebraska- 
Lincoln College of Bu siness Administration 


“ Women hav e, howev er, made notable inv asions 
in some special categories of su ch employ ment,“ the 
pu blication continu ed, citing a 200'? increase in 
female accou ntants and 45% increase (an actu al gain 
of 15) in lady lawy ers from 1960 to 1970. The increase 
of males in both occu pations was less than 27%. 


In addition, “the nu mber of women phy sicians, 
dentists, pharmacists and osteopaths. . . (showed) an 
8 3% gain, while the nu m ber of men in those 
professions increased by only 4%," the pu blication 
noted 


Howev er, first semester enrollment statistics at 
the Univ ersity of Nebraska-Lineoln failed to paint a 
bright ou tlook 
Ev en as traditional female careers are seemingly 
dry ing u p (an apparent teacher su rplu s has been 
observ ed for y ears and hospitals, often the prov iders 
of nu rsing training, are going ou t of the nu rsing school 
bu siness) the traditionally male-dominated colleges — 
engineering, agricu ltu re, architectu re, bu siness ad­ 
ministration. dentistry , law, pharmacy — with a total 
enrollment of 7.037. had only 736 female stu dents 


And arts and sciences, home economics and 
teaching remained to be the primary fields of stu dy for 
females. 


There has been little ev idence of crossing ov er, 
with males breaking into the female areas, according 
to UNL personnel, citing as an ex ample the College of 
Home Economics, with only 12 men registered. 


Similarly , 99 8 of the 2.9 56 UNL gradu ate stu dents 
were women — and the u niv ersity 's total enrollment 
was 8 ,206 females and 12,954 males. 


“ Women are missing the boat by not entering 
these fields (not u su ally occu pied by females)," said 
Frank Hallgren. director of UNL Career Planning and 
the Placem ent Center, adding “ Companies are 
definitely looking for women They are delighted to 
find women in any field” as legal and personal barriers 
are torn down. 


“There is no difficu lty for a y ou ng w’oman to com­ 
pete with a y ou ng man in any field,” Hallgren said 
Not ev ery one agrees with Hallgren 


“ It's ju st not accu rate. It is foolish to say society 
accepts men on the same basis as women for certain 
jobs.” cou ntered Carl Spencer, director of career 
cou nseling, Lincoln Pu blic Schools.

Few Dare 
Ju st as the career horizon for women has 
changed, either willingly or throu gh force, in 
past decades, so has the job market as a whole. 
Along with that has come the dev elopment 
of the technical trades, the emphasis on acq u isi­ 
tion of technical skills and resu ltant respec­ 
tability for the trades. 
Little more than one-fifth of the oc­ 
cu pations listed in the Dictionary of Oc­ 
cu pational Titles req u ires a college degree, 
while 70% to 8 0% of Lincoln's high school 
gradu ates enter college, Spencer said 
Recent high school gradu ates, particu larly 
the college-bou nd, are idealistic, said Dee 
Fnesen, cou nselor in the UNL Edu cational 
Psy chology Department, citing a stu dy com­ 
paring the career aspirations of high school 
stu dents in the Netherlands and the United 
States 
The stu dy fou nd that, in the Eu ropean na­ 
tion, the same percentage of stu dents showed 
inclinations to be doctors, lawy ers and skilled 
technicians as were needed by the society 
Conv ersely , 8 0% of American stu dents wanted 
professional and managerial jobs while only 
20% of the opportu nities lie in those areas. 
“Certain ty pes of technical and skilled jobs 
will continu e to be needed in the fu tu re," said 
Gene Landkammer, manager of the Lincoln of­ 
fice. State Department of Labor, Div ision of 
Employ ment. He said demand will continu e to 
ex ist for persons skilled in the fields of com­ 
pu ter science, electronics, ecology , personal ser­ 
v ices and nu rsing. 
That has been affirmed by a stu dy con­ 
du cted by the Nebraska Research Coordinating 
Unit for Vocational Edu cation 
Random sample interv iews with 5% of the 
estimated 8 0.000 employ ers in the state rev ealed 
an ex pected increased demand for farming, 
fishery , forestry ’, processing, machine trades 
and bench and stru ctu ral work while the need 
for professional, managerial, clerical and sales 
skills was ex pected to decline, said Elton 
Mendenhall, research u nit director 
He said the fastest-growing occu pations will 
be compu ter programming, recreation, social 
work, medical laboratory technicians and 
radiology , with the need for compu ter sy stems 
analy sts ex pected to dou ble in the fu tu re 
With adv anced technology and the rapidly 
changing world, the job pictu re seemingly 
changes ov ernight, said Dr Vernon Williams. 
UNL associate professor of edu cational psy ­ 
chology and measu rements and higher edu ca­ 
tion 
Thu s, the occu pational ou tlook may hav e 
u ndergone many decisiv e changes by the time 
today 's high school gradu ates hav e completed 
their college or trade or technical school 
edu cations, he observ ed 
“Stu dents are attu ned to changes in the job 
m arket." When they hear abou t a good field 
with openings thev flock to that field," he said 
citing prev iou s tu rn-abou ts in the law and jou r­ 
nalism professions — areas which recently had 
openings, bu t soon were “flooded.” The cu rrent 
need for special edu cation, pre-school, day care 
and kindergarten teachers may resu lt in a 
similar su rplu s in fou r y ears’ time, he said 
We'v e told ou r kids in the past .

Worked For Balance 
"I have worked in the 


Legislature for equity in taxa- 
tion, a balance among property, 
sales and income taxes," Bur- 
bach explained in a Statehouse 
interview last February. 


"I think we're much closer to 


that than we've ever been 
before." 


Burbach expects to spend 


between $12,000 and $15,000 on 
his primary campaign, most of 
which goes either to radio, week- 
ly newspapers or billboards. 


Because of legislative ac-

the state before Election Day. 


Even though he lost a mighty 


tight race for the gubernatorial 
nomination four years ago, Bur- 
bach was not depressed. 


Looking at the election results 


from his home stomping grounds 
in Knox and Cedar Counties, he 
was pleased. He won Cedar by 9 
to 1, and Knox by a 3 to 1 
margin. 


"I lost that race, but I never 


felt sick about it," he said. "I 
bad the support of my home peo- 
ple, the people who know me 
best." 


They've sent Burbach to the 


Legislature seven times — four 
times without any opposition at 
all.

Some Black Help 


Montgomery, Ala. (AP) — 


Eleven years after his "segrega- 
tion forever" speech, Gov. 
George C. Wallace is seeking re- 
election with the promised sup- 
port of some black leaders in 
Alabama. 


He is heavily favored to win 


renomination in the May 7 
Democratic primary, and 
political analysts in and out oi 
the state will be watching to see 
how many black votes Wallace 
can muster. 


His expected victory against 


four opponents may be the 
signal for another presidential 
race in 1976, and the backing of a 
substantial number of blacks 
could affect his national image. 


Black leaders who have en- 


dorsed Wallace for an un- 
precedented third term say they 
have done so because he has 
softened his segregation image, 
and because they figure he'll win 
anyway and will be indebted to 
them for their support. 


Jesse J. Lewis, publisher of 


the black weekly Birmingham 
Times which is backing the 
governor, put it bluntly: "If you 
have a stew and people bring 
meat and potatoes and carrots, 
and someone doesn't bring 
anything, they shouldn't get any 
of the stew."

throughout the state, said the 
governor has shown his 
willingness to "help all the peo- 
ple, particularly those who really 
need it." 


And. he added, "our citizens 


have come to realize that voting 
for people isone way of assuring 
that their community will get at 
least its fair share of resources." 


The governor also has the en- 


dorsement of the Ozark Voters 
League, which claims a 
membership of several hundred 
blacks, and of the Alabama fac- 
tion of the Southern Democratic 
Conference. 


The numerically stronger 


black wing of the Democratic 
party in the state, the Alabama 
Democratic Conference, has en- 
dorsed the most active of 
Wallace's opponents, state Sen. 
Gene McLain of Huntsville. 


McLain promised to appoint 


black cabinet members if 
elected. Wallace has made no 
such commitment, but has said 
he will make the appointments 
on merit, regardless of race. He 
has no blacks in his cabinet now. 


The governor, who made an 


unexpected appearance at a 
meeting of Southern black 
leaders in Tuskegee earlier this 
year, has welcomed the black en- 
dorsements. 


But he says he hasn't changed; 


that he has always fought for the 
interests of "all the people of 
Alabama'' and that those who 
called him a racist just didn't un- 
derstand. , 


Wallace tells his followers in 


almost every speech that "I'm 
running for governor" and 
nothing else. But he makes it 
clear that he will get into the 
presidential race again "if I 
decide it's in the best interest of 
the people of Alabama." And 
that usually brings the loudest 
cheers. 


Besides McLain, the governor 


is opposed by his wife's uncle, 
former Gov. James "Big Jim" 
Folsom; a perennial also-ran 
candidate, Ralph "Shorty" 
Price, and a newcomer. Thomas 
Wesley Robinson.

Montgomery, Ala. (AP) — 
Eleven years after his “segrega­ 
tion forever” speech, Gov. 
George C. Wallace is seeking re- 
election with the promised sup­ 
port of some black leaders in 
Alabama. 
He is heavily favored to win 
renomination in the May 7 
D em ocratic prim ary, and 
political analysts in and out of 
the state will be watching to see 
how many black votes Wallace 
can muster. 
His expected victory against 
four opponents may be the 
signal for another presidential 
race in 1976, and the backing of a 
substantial number of blacks 
could affect his national image 
Black leaders who have en­ 
dorsed Wallace for an un­ 
precedented third term say they 
have done so because he has 
softened his segregation image, 
and because they figure he’ll win 
anyway and will be indebted to 
them for their support 
Jesse J. Lewis, publisher of 
the black weekly Birmingham 
Times which is backing the 
governor, put it bluntly: “If you 
have a stew and people bring 
meat and potatoes and carrots, 
and someone doesn’t bring 
anything, they shouldn't get any 
of the stew ”

Gene McLain of Huntsville. 
McLain promised to appoint 
black cabinet m em bers if 
elected Wallace has made no 
such commitment, but has said 
he will make the appointments 
on merit, regardless of race. He 
has no blacks in his cabinet now 
The governor, who made an 
unexpected appearance at a 
meeting of Southern black 
leaders in Tuskegee earlier this 
year, has welcomed the black en­ 
dorsements. 
But he says he hasn't changed; 
that he has always fought for the 
interests of “ail the people of 
Alabama’’ and that those who 
called him a racist just didn't un­ 
derstand. 
Wallace tells his followers in 
almost every speech that “I'm 
running for governor” and 
nothing else But he makes it 
clear that he will get into the 
presidential race again “if I 
decide it’s in the best interest of 
the people of Alabama.”

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Report On Child May Be Written

Beginning this fall, parents 


may receive new written forms 
charting their 
children's 


progress — or no forms at all. 


Either way, each elementary 


school must report to parents at 
least four times each year, and 
hold a minimum of two con- 
ferences, under a policy adopted 
last week by the Lincoln Board 
of Education. 


The policy says each elemen- 


tary school is responsible for 
developing and using a reporting 
system. 


Ron Brandt, 
associate 


superintendent for instruction, 
said schools may use a classroom 
or school newsletter, home, 
visits, telephone contacts, per- 
sonal notes, or have parents visit 
classrooms. 


The checklist 'used the past 


two years will be dropped in 
favor of a rating form or a 


narrative form, or both. Or 
neither: Use of written reports is 
at the discretion of each elemen- 
tary school. 


"There was some dissatisfac- 


tion with the form," Brandt 
said. 


Clarification 


The new forms clarify the 


school district's total philosophy, 
which is currently followed but 
was never formally adopted by 
the school board, he said. 


Current reporting forms list 


goals under subject areas of 
study, and teachers evaluate 
children's accomplishments by 
marking columns labeled 
"seldom," "sometimes" or 
"never." 


Should a school choose to send 


written reports, two new forms 
will be allowed, rating what is 
reasonably expected of a child as 
an individual. 


On one, easily understandable 


goals describe subject areas that 


teachers rate and comment 
about. They include reading, 
writing, language arts, science, 
social studies, art, music and 
physical education. 


Personal, Social Growth 


Both a child's "progress" and 


"effort" will be rated by the 
designations C-commendable, S- 
satisfactory, and N-not yet 
satisfactory. Teachers will also 
comment on a child's personal 
and social growth, with no letter 
designation. 


The narrative form a school 


may use allows strictly written 
comments on personal and 
social growth, arts and physical 
education, academic skills and 
recommendations. 


Bethany School Principal 


Richard R. Spearman said, "We 
will encourage the local school 
to use supplementary materials" 
if it sends written reports. 


For example, he explained in 


an interview, a teacher may in- 
clude a list of reading skills a 


child has mastered during the 
report period. 


Spearman 
chaired the 


Elementary Reporting Com- 
mittee to Parents, which drafted 
the approved policy statements. 


Little Change Seen 


Brandt said he believes "the 


reporting system that schools 
are using will be relatively un- 
changed." 


The two conferences for 


parents, according to the policy, 
must be scheduled at the ends of 
the first and third 9-week terms. 


In the conferences (and each 


school may choose to offer more 
than two), Spearman told The 
Star, teachers will explain to 
parents "where their child 
stands in relation to other 
children;" for example, com- 
paring achievement test results. 


He pointed out the written 


reports are intended to comple- 
ment discussion in conferences 
about a child's comparative 
progress.

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Report On Child May Be Written 


By D ICK HOLMAN

Beginning this fall, parents 
may receive new written forms 
charting their c h ild re n ’s 
progress — or no forms at all. 
Either way, each elementary 
school must report to parents at 
least four times each year, and 
hold a minimum of two con­ 
ferences, under a policy adopted 
last week by the Lincoln Board 
of Education. 


The policy says each elemen­ 
tary school is responsible for 
developing and using a reporting 
system. 


R o n 
B ra n d t, a sso c ia te 
superintendent for instruction, 
said schools may use a classroom 
or school newsletter, home 
visits, telephone contacts, per­ 
sonal notes, or have parents visit 
classrooms 
The checklist used the past 
two years will be dropped in 
favor of a rating form or a 


narrative form, or both. Or 
neither . Use of written reports is 
at the discretion of each elemen­ 
tary school. 
“There was some dissatisfac­ 
tion with the form,” Brandt 
said. 
Clarification 
The new forms clarify the 
school district’s total philosophy, 
which is currently followed but 
was never formally adopted by 
the school board, he said. 
Current reporting forms list 
goals under subject areas of 
study, and teachers evaluate 
children's accomplishments by 
m arking colum ns labeled 
“seldom,” “sometimes” or 
“never.” 


Should a school choose to send 
written reports, two new forms 
will be allowed, rating what is 
reasonably expected of a child as 
an individual. 


On one, easily understandable 
goals describe subject areas that 


teachers rate and comment 
about. They include reading, 
writing, language arts, science, 
social studies, art, music and 
physical education. 
Personal, Social Growth 
Both a child’s “progress” and 
“effort” will be rated by the 
designations C-commendable, Si- 
satisfactory, and N-not yet 
satisfactory. Teachers will also 
comment on a child’s personal 
and social growth, with no letter 
designation. 
The narrative form a school 
may use allows strictly written 
comments on personal and 
social growth, arts ind physical 
education, academic skills and 
recommendations. 
Bethany School Principal 
Richard R. Spearman said, “We 
will encourage the local school 
to use supplementary materials” 
if it sends written reports. 
For example, he explained in 
an interview, a teacher may in­ 


clude a list of reading skills a 


child has mastered during the 
report period.

Elementary Reporting Com­ 
mittee to Parents, which drafted 
the approved policy statements. 
Little Change Seen 
Brandt said he believes “the 
reporting system that schools 
are using will be relatively un­ 
changed.” 
The two conferences for 
parents, according to the policy, 
must be scheduled at the ends of 
the first and third 9-week terms. 
In the conferences (and each 
school may choose to offer more 
than two), Spearman told The 
Star, teachers will explain to 
parents “where their child 
stands in relation to other 
children;” for example, com­ 
paring achievement test results. 


He pointed out the written 
reports are intended to comple­ 
ment discussion in conferences 
about a child's comparative 
progress.

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Women's Athletics Main Topic 


Des Moines, Iowa — The topic of discussion for most 


coaches and athletic officials here at the 65th annual 
Drake Relays was women's athletics — its effect, impact 
on current men's programs and the future. 


The main reason women's athletics are causing so 


much concern is where the money is coming from to fund 
the programs. Many men are afraid some of their athletic 
programs are going to be cut because of the money 
squeeze. 


Almost all men agree that there should be athletic 


programs for women, but they don't think that some 
men's sports should be dropped or limited in order to 
start something for women. 


However there is a general feeling among the men 


that some of their sports will be cut some to fund new 
women's programs. 


One of the men's main objections to such action is 


that none of the women's programs may turn out to 
produce revenue — take in more money than is spent for 
expenses. Several men's sports, depending mainly on the 
school, are money makers. 


About the only point that the men seem to agree on is 


that regardless of what takes place concerning women's 
athletics there is going to be some changes and these 
changes are going to upset some men. 


Holmes Happy With Missouri Valley 


Among the many athletic officials at the Drake 


Relays was Missouri Valley Conference commissioner 
Mickey Holmes, promoting his conference at every 
chance. 


Holmes left the Big Eight as an assistant to the com- 


missioner to take over as head of the Missouri Valley with 
the intention of building the stature of the conference and 
he's satisified with that prograss. 


"Ws had so many things to do internally because we 


have many different types of schools," Holmes says. "We 
have private, church and public where the Big Eight is 
just public. 


"We've used a lot of the ideas in the Missouri Valley 


that were successful in the Big Eight, but have applied 
those ideas in a basic way because there's no way to com- 
pare the two conferences." 


Holmes expressed his pleasure in Nebraska building a 


new fieldhouse and said it would help the Huskers im- 
prove in winter sports. 


Holmes also commented on the growth in women's 


athletics, an area he feels his conference has taken the 
lead in comparison to other conferences. 


"The sooner we get with women's athletics, the 


better off we'll be because it's here to stay," he notes. 
"Drake is in the process of hiring a woman athletic direc- 
tor in our conference and many of our other schools are 
also thinking in these terms." 


With all the premier athletes participating in the 


Drake Relays, one is reminded how fortunate Nebraska 
Wesleyan is to have two all-Americans on the same team. 


Kurt Nielsen earned that honor for his high jumping 


efforts and Cliff Karthauser picked up the same honor at 
the NCAA small college cross country meet. 


The new false start method used at the Texas and 


Kansas Relays, wasn't used at Drake. Only runners who 
actually false started were credited here with a false start.

Had Miller missed the putt it 


would have been a three-way, 
sudden-death playoff. 


"I just hung on tight with the 


left hand and let it go," said 
Miller, who collected his fifth ti- 
tle of the young season. 


"If someone had told me on 


Jan. 1 that I would have won five 
tournaments and almost $200,- 
000 I'd have said, 'maybe for the 
year it's possible, but this early? 
Man you must be having a pipe 
dream.'" 


Miller won it with a final 


round 69, including a brilliant 
three-under-par 33. on the bra- 
tally tough back nine. 


All three were tied for the lead 


going to the final hole of this 
elite event which brings to- 
gether only the winners of 
regular golf tour events for the 
last 12 months. 


Celtics' Press 
Stymies Bucks 


M I L W A U K E E (AP) - 


"We're going to press no matter 
what," Boston Celtics' guard Jo- 
Jo White said. "There's nothing 
they can do about it. They can't 
hire a heb'copter to bring the ball 
up." 


White scored 19 points Sun- 


day, matching teammate Dave 
Cowens' output and supporting 
the 26 of veteran John Havlicek. 
But it was the Celtics' pressure 
defense that smothered the 
Milwaukee Bucks as Boston won 
98-83 for a 1-0 lead in the 
National Basketball Association 
championship playoffs. 


"The key was our press and 


making them work, although it's 
only one ball game." Celtics' 
Coach Tom Heinsohn said. "The 
big thing is we got to play our 
game, our tempo." 


Coach Larry Costello. whose 


Bucks rallied but couldn't over- 
come a 16-point first-quarter 
deficit, agreed. 


"We just didn't have zip, spark 


or whatever," Costello said. 
"They pressured us to get us out 
of our offense." 


"Pressure defense is a great 


defense if you have the right 
people, and they do," Costello 
said of the Celtics. "The big 
thing is they have such great 
stamina—Cowens, Havlicek, so 
many of them. They just keep 
running." 


Costello said the Celtics" 


pressure wore down Oscar Rob- 
ertson, the Bucks' 35-year-old 
playmaker. 


"They tired Oscar out." he 


said. "If he was 23 years old. he'd 
go right by them, but they tired 
him out by making him dribble 
so much." 


Robertson had to play all but 


two minutes because Jon 
McGlocklm. the Bucks" top re- 
serve guard, pulled a calf muscle 
in the second quarter. His 
availability for the rest of the 
series is in doubt. Lucius Allen, a 
first string guard, is sidelined 
following mid-March knee sur- 
gery. 


The second game in the best- 


of-seven series will be played 
here Tuesday night starting at 
9.30 p.m.. EDT. 


A three-point play by Cowens 


with 235 left made the score 89- 
75 and wrapped up the victory as 
the Celtics weathered a 35-pomt 
barrage by Milwaukee's 7-foot-2

The Celtics outrebounded the 


Bucks 15-9 to fuel their fast 
break as they jumped to their 
first-period lead. Havlicek and 
Cowens scored eight points 
apiece as Boston sank 16 of 27 
shots and forced six Milwaukee 
turnovers in the quarter. 


Jabbar poured in nine points 


and snatched five rebounds as 
the Bucks whittled away at 
Boston's lead in the second 
quarter. The Celtics cooled off in 
the second quarter, sinking 
seven of 19 shots.

Des Moines, Iowa — The topic of discussion for most 
coaches and athletic officials here at the 65th annual 
Drake Relays was women's athletics — its effect, impact 
on current men’s programs and the future. 


The ma in rea so n wo men’s a thletics a re ca using so 
much co ncern is where the mo ney is co ming fro m to fund 
the pro g ra ms. Ma ny men a re a fra id so me o f their a thletic 
pro g ra ms a re g o ing to be cut beca use o f the mo ney 
squeeze. 


Almost all men agree that there should be athletic 
programs for women, but they don’t think that some 
men’s sports should be dropped or limited in order to 
start something for women 
However there is a general feeling among the men 
that some of their sports will be cut some to fund new 
women’s programs. 


One o f the men’s ma in o bjectio ns to such a ctio n is 
tha t no ne o f the wo men’s pro g ra ms ma y turn o ut to 
pro duce rev enue — ta ke in mo re mo ney tha n is spent fo r 
ex penses. Sev era l men’s spo rts, depending ma inly o n the 
scho o l, a re mo ney ma kers. 


About the only point that the men seem to agree on is 
that regardless of what takes place concerning women’s 
athletics there is going to be some changes and these 
changes are going to upset some men. 


Holmes Happy With Missouri Valley 


Among the many athletic officials at the Drake 
Relays was Missouri Valley Conference commissioner 
Mickey Holmes, promoting his conference at every 
chance. 


Ho lmes left the Big Eig ht a s a n a ssista nt to the co m­ 
missio ner to ta ke o v er a s hea d o f the Misso uri Va lley with 
the intentio n o f building the sta ture o f the co nference a nd 
he’s sa tisified with tha t pro g ra ss. 


“ We had so many things to do internally because we 
have many different types of schools,” Holmes says. “ We 
have private, church and public where the Big Eight is 
just public. 
•‘We’ve used a lot of the ideas in the Missouri Valley 
that were successful in the Big Eight, but have applied 
those ideas in a basic way because there’s no way to com­ 
pare the two conferences.”

Programs during the event 
will center on the problems and 
importance of food production, a 
specialty of Midwestern states, 
as well as side issues such as 
energy. 
However, according to the 
agenda, there will be some ac­ 
tivities scheduled besides work 
sessions. 
On July 29 . the governors are 
scheduled to visit various sites in 
the Minneapolis-St. Paul area 
and about mid-afternoon will be 
going on a Mississippi River out­ 
ing. 
Also on July 2 9 there will be a 
panel discussion featuring 
famous native Minnesotans. 
Among those who have been 
asked to take part by Minnesota 
Gov. Wendell Anderson are 
Charles A. Lindberg, Supreme 
Court Justice Harry Blackmun 
and Nobel Prize winner Norman 
Borlaug.

Also to be taken care of that 
final day is the election of a new 
chairman to replace Exon, selec­ 
tion of a conference site for next 
year and consideration of 
resolutions. 
As a sidelight, governors from 
the Great Lakes states will hold 
a luncheon meeting the final 
day.
